The drawings are objected to, specifically the split views of Figures 5A-6B, which 
are partially in section and partially in plan. See 37 CFR 1 .84 (i), MPEP 608.02, V.. 
These superposed views are unduly difficult to understand. A complete cross sectional 
view, showing the flow path(s) through the valve, would be most helpful. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the subject matter of 
claims 2-3, and 15 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s), in 
particular the main section and valve, a stem and seat valve, and four seats. No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

The inventions are independent or distinct, each from the other because: 
Inventions I and II are directed to related combinations. The related inventions 
are distinct if: (1 ) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can 
have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the 
inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as 
claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the 
inventions as claimed are not capable of use together. Furthermore, the inventions as 
claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is nothing of record to 
show them to be obvious variants. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 

different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 

recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 

different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 

another invention; 
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(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 
101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph.

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: there is no special 
technical feature in Group I, so Group II cannot share a special technical feature with 
Group I. 

Newly submitted claim 18 is directed to an invention that lacks unity with the 
invention originally claimed for the following reasons: see above. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claim 18 is withdrawn from consideration as 
being directed to a nonelected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 821 .03. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 2-3 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
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invention. There is no disclosure of a valve which can control fluid flow as recited in 
claim 1 and also having a main section separate from and adjacent the ball section. 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-3 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "said ball" in line 6. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-2 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Piper, of record. 

Pipe 60 is read as the main section. It is believed that the pertinence of the 
reference is readily apparent. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Eberhard, of record. 

It is believed that the pertinence of the reference is readily apparent. Drain valve 
86 is read as a stem and seat valve. 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Piper. 

The use of a well known union connector in the valve of Piper is considered to be 

an obvious step under the rationale set forth in KSR v. Teleflex, 550 U.S. , 127 S. 

Ct. 1727, 82 U.S.P.Q.2d 1385 (2007) that the simple substitution of one known element 
for another to obtain predictable results is obvious.
